C'olofi\: tio now mining law making our 
mines a good and i^ecure invet'imeol lor such 
capital. But it was pos.^ililo if n very largo 
number ol men wen; reiiuirod at iho mines 
tliai nearly the whole ol ihe unielea con- 
sumod would be bought Irom the United 
Slates. On lumber tho loss of duly would; 
bo small ns tho quantity exported to the 
United Slates is very Utile, and uot likely to 
bo verv great at any time, their uttq mills 
being Rood paying concerns, ib'^ir aJvanlago 
lying in their supplies beinj; produced close 
at hoinc.' Tuo Americana would be only too

Iron Irade in lull blast? L'oking at Sail 
I'rauci-'co as il was lun years ago, compared 
wiih .whui she is now, wo mu'St admit 
that her progress has been likethit of a 
c iniel. What will she bo ten years hence 7 
II thay admit the oros, coal, iS-'C, of this 
Colony thi'y will certainly he doing thom-j 
uulv.s good, as, ol course they would be helpJ 
ing us 10 soinu extent also. He had striclly 
coolincd himsolf to our natural prodnotioos, 
aud without oxception Vancouver Island 
was tho rich£-.-t plaoa in Hot Majesiy's 
dominions as the more the Island was explor- 
ed, Ihe groaler, the riches revealed; this waa 
easily uoderstood if we looked at tbo rery 
large revenue derived from eo small a popo- 
laiion. He would omit Irom tha treaty any- 
ibir.u that was the prjduotion of men's 
hatiila. IIo had omitted agricultural pro- 
duoiions because if such articles wore allow- 
ed in duty free, the whole ol our farming 
peculation would be ruined. He wasj 
quiie carlain that if llIl8;CQloify was brongbl 
into competition with ibo'UnUed Slatea iti 
nreadstufi-', we should haVetio chance. In f acl 
he lell BO strongly that to bo the case that he 
would rather givo up tho Itcaly altogelber 
than cor^cede tho point. Ho would say lo the 
Amaricana ' We should not ruin our farm- 
ers and DO be dependent on you for supplies! 
il 5oa,take.thi^dui#j)ff of coal, it ia to pleasq 
yoursolT^.'' 'Ho bnrfply aeserled It as im« 
bebel. Ilad our farmers come hero on con i 
diticn ol free trade they would have had no 
reason to complain, but after eneonraging 
thorn to eetilo under protection and then i^ke 
that'froin them would be to do them a griev- 
00* iwrona, particularly as they , would tiill 
heoomponed,to pay dnJy ou all 'bay cou- 
suroed. He^id if6t .Sfo that the United 
.Siaies nee led lo demfittd fho admieHion of 
eerea's. Our coaU imd^umher Vfoold be bA 
advantago to ihomaelva.?, hence there would 
be DO occasion lor tho United States to iJe- 
mand the admission of these thmg.i. Again 
wecould not keep pace in our produciion 
with our oonsnroptioB so that tho Jmiod 
Stattfs would 'still have lo supply ua wiihout 
any mention in the treaty. It was the ad- 
rn'fl^ion ol our productions, not the adcqiaBltin 
ol iheirs, ibiil was the question, and it was 
not under these circumstances a one 
sided treaty. Ours were natural produoliuns 
which they wished lo be admiuod, aod when 
admitting them they knew what they were 



bat'that'wo sUoald admit cereals would he 
d.eiUdly unfair. Tho Amjiioaus wonid 
al.va>a h.ivo surpiua supplies . raided by 
michinery, whilo we weio compelled to raise 
ours by tho work of our hands. To draw 
.ill our Eupplie? ol ::ruiu from our DoighborB 
mmhl give an impelU^ to the Colony lor the 
lime but at the simo lima it would bo 
building Up nval towns that must oliima'eiy 
ciMipsc u.:; WH should be giving away ibeigilifl 
with which uaiore ondowtd us, lO order lo 
foster the ioioresis o' oarrivBls. The treaiy 
may bj ma la bonehei il to both oountrio-, 
but it may be made so as to ruio this Col- 
ony. The working ol coal and lumber pv„- 
ducod no farming land, in i- n years iime we 
might have lhobole8;in iho eaith whore the 
coals onca lay, the stomps of the trees that 
ouce grow on our limber lands, bat the Inm- 
beriuan wonld ihen shoulder his ax, the ooal 
miner ^lis ai.ade, and they would leave u^, 
our weallb being exhaujicd, to solitude, tho 
lanner having left us long beloro. It was 
better to legislate l>t thi welfare and h'ap- 
pinass of the people thau lo ti.x our minda 
on tho acquirement ol a few mouldy dollars^ 
He had no inspiration from the Government; 
bis views were hia own. 

Hon Carnill knew but very little about 
treaiies he know m- : "bout troaiing and 
being ittaied. Althougli ho cherished the 
hi"ho8t respect for the hon ptopo>or ol the 
resolution, he, hou Carrall, tograiied to say 
ho must din.T v\iih him on this oocasion. Ihe 
U ivernor asl ed for Ihc advice of the Coun- 
cil, and it would be propfr to respond— hut 
he, hon Carrall, was not in a position to 
speak on tho subj^cl. Il wa» tnio that wu 
hud the treaty lately abiogalod lo refer to— 
Ihe oao.aboul.belng_DegoUBtec, minor nays, 
\i far raoro liberal. Tbo lew objections he 
was about to expreaa woro derived from sul- 
ituii (ucia. The treaty proposed by tho re3» 
olutiou «U8 lika tbe handle of a jug, all on 
one sidi'. 'L'hu lalo Canadian troaly had hein 
obtained at oiiornious cost. Our exports 
wore 80 trivial, and we had no iuiporia worth 
speaking ol, that wo could not possibly make 
any impression at Waahinglou. Uut sup- 
posing thu United Status willius to treai 
wiih us, he did uot see that tho results to oa 
would ho what hia hon friend had desired to 
mukeUiern appear, Thero wore other aoureoa 
vhonoo tho United Stales could draw ihoir 
oupplics^of coals, aa UelliDgham Bay, Mount 
Diablo aod otber plaoea. Then tbo qi»ali(5 
o( our Inmbei ooDsufflad beiog lo softalli 



would not be of aoy coDseqnenoo >o na. Oar 
veoiurea in that article of exporl had not 
been proQtablo ; and tho Aosiialiana could 
eend coals to San Francisco chtapar than wo 
can. In altemptiDg a treaty to have our 
ooal sdmiited duty free, we should have to 
buok against all^tjieir ona.oual pruduoera. 
Our doly bope,o>i,'8i)i$fte.«f,.|p,a trQiiO;'with the 
United States was in beingiembraced in Ihu 
treaty now being negotiated wiih Canada. If 
ihoy tako our ooal nod lumber, thoy will 
look lor reoiptooal advaiilagOH, and compel 
us to take their grain and Dour. What had 
tho ro.iourood of Vaucouvor JsUnd over done 
for it? It would be absurd- to keep up a 
small nnmber of agiioaltarista at tho ex* 
pense of all tbe rest of tho Colony. If tbe 
farraora could produco sufRciont grain lo 
supply us, thoy would do il wiihout prolec 
lion at our haiida. II we uduiittod iho uocas- 
saries of life wu should mako labor cheap ; 
and if we uotod in unison aa wo had done 
fur tbe last two years., we ebould aoun be 
independent of the United iStates, and com- 
mand tho marketi. nil orer the world. The 
Canadian people were not ruined by tho ab- 
rogation of the lalo treaty ; on tho ( .trary 
it forced thcui to look for other niirkelo 
which thoy found, and aro now richer aod 
boiler oil than ever. The presoDi quealioii 
was one of the most important that could bo 
given to them to consider; -they could not 
ruin the Colony, ila reaourcas were too great 
— hut they might retard tho progress of the 
Colony by giving bad advice. 

Hon Davie thou..!ht hon membera were 
only exhausting tharajeiras disousiing a 
Irealy opon which they nppesred lo bo talk- 
ing in the dark. If any treaty was nogoiiatod, 
ibey should do il on their own (set. Wo had 
nothing to. do with the Domioioo of Canada ; 
he thought the lass wo had lo do Ihe better. 
Let each form their own treaty — that which 
was applicable to Canada, an old oonutry, 
was quite inapplicablo to us. An old coun- 
try could dispense wiih proteotion, but a new 
one-reqairod it. The American people never 
thrawiQ^protectioD, and bavo prospered with 
It. If we thought wo could do without pro- 
lection, we only showed oar ignoraooe.. Tbo 
Governor had ' no^ intadtloB ijf ■MroiniDg'thB 
farming inloreals whiob, after n sevsre slrng- 
gli", had atlained their proaeot importanoe.g 
Hon Walkem said with regard to tbe princi- 
ple onuuciaied by the hon member lar Victo- 
ria, il ho desired that boo members believed 
them, they would cul both Wiys, and mer- 
chants took a view adverse lo it. If ibe de. 
mand was greater tbi^i the Bapply,.tbe profits 
would be greater aa tbe supply was increased; 
then our profits would he proportiooably 
great and wo should not require a iraiiy wiih 
tho United Stales. VVe raa*t show hrat that 
wo have a superior class of articles, and this 
had oot been done. If tbo faots aa staled 
by the hon mooiber ba trae, it would make 
00 dilletaoo^Jn itio^S^a FfjkhoUoOr market 
because the dealers tb'are wonld oof sell coals 
a cent less becau-e the duty wag takeo off. 
Hon members must not bo led away with the 
glowing pioturo drawn by the hon member 
If the coals were ao valuable, how wag il 
that $20,000 of American capital could cot 
be obtaiood to develop one of tbe finest 
mioea ontbe lilaod t Tli« AcderleBi^ would 
Qoi^ advaoce' a dollar 'inDissa 'they werei sure 
of making a good invostnnont. If it were 
othcrwiie this Govaro'nent would give them 
every laoility for opening all tho ooal roinrs 
they chose. The roaoluiion savoursd of psr- 
titl legislation. A pound of flour would 
always sell for tbo same price in Cariboo, no 
inatffVwl>«'*''»™°°"' proteotion they pal 
on bote, it was impossible to legislate for 
two portions of the Colony separately. It 
was airanpo that tho larnsera on Vanoonver 
Uland, with all the prelection, oould bo 
undersold by producers 400 milea away, 
There may be a slight diireronce belween 
the quality of ibo Inrsber across the Sound 
and ihai at;. Barrard Inlet, in favor of tha 
Uitor ; and' the men carrying on these mills 
appeared to bo prospering; but it in ridicul- 
ous lo suppose ihat a differonco of two dd- 
lara in iho price wonld have any efFect in in- 
ducing the American people to take on_ the 
duty ; tho price to consumura would bo just 
the aatno. If tbo value of oor lumber was 
ao great as sappoaed in thlR Colony, more 
would "find lis way lo San Francisco, lie 
wiiB not of Dr Davie'a opinion, that we 
■ hotild stand on our own bottoms. He 
lhou.;ht if tha trosty was of ndvantiigo lo 
us wo should avail oureolves of the treaty 
being negotiated lor Canada. Wo wore sur" 
ronnded by the United Stales, and if we had 
nothing bettor to oiler than what had been 
stated by {hbn member for Victoria, depend 
it the Uuiie I States will lafuae m. II 



merely apocial pleading, aud our usigbbors 
would navar be caught with- that - elapstrap ; 
tbty would'oarsr admit our lumber duty free 
as we would not take 'luin her in' return, and 
our coals being Ihe only thing likely to he to 
tb eir advantago would certainly not he ad-, 
init'.ed ns we iroahl not Caku their coals.

Hon. Holhrook seconded tho amondraent, 
but would also support the views as laid 
down by tho hoB, mimber for Victoria.' 

Hon. Drake was oyposod to a Solect Oom- 
mittea, as ba conceived tlio IIouso was por-. 
fectly capahia ol dealing with the question. 
Tbe treaty ' between Gannds^Dd the Doitod 
Stales was not adapted to this eonotry ; tbo 
protection to farucn proposed ia tb« resolu- 
tion was vei/ proper ; when we were able to 
stand alone it would b* well enough to bring 
in fret trade. 'Wt were almost lUpandcnt up^ 
on two mining camps, but onco our land was 
brouj^ht under cultivation wo should secure a 
permanent population. Tha miner diri not pay 
ono cent, more (or liis goods lhan lis wonld 
If tho duly was ofT altogether. Tluro was a 
vary coQBidorable ad raoea in Island produc- 
tions, there boing about three hundred farmers 
in Cowichan and vicinity nlono. It was very 
ieaportant that public opinioa shoald be ox- 
preaaad 'n order that Her Majesty's Qovero> 
mcnt should andorstand what they required.! 
If tbe subjest. want into the baads of a Select; 
Committee it wopld b* thrpwB^ oyer eotirely. j 
Hon. Pam1>«rtbn' "tfa^dcbtf'^it kdvf^abla ' toi 
have the Salect Oommittoa as we could ,tben' 
obtain atatiitioi.that wonld serva as a'eoide. I 
Hon. Hamlay — Tbo United Statas showed 
no Signs of taking our ooals, thoy oeciipivd 
tU.mselves in taking caro of tbsir own inlor-.

A GoVKBNMBttT mossuro to abolish 
itetnte-labour and provide for tho repair 
of roads from a special . fund to be

haps the best plan that oould be de- 
Tised, oDder eziRting circamstancoB, 
to ioBore oommanioation at all eeasooH 
between (he town and coantry. The 
-system of repairing the roads by 
' statute-labor bag failed. Many doop- 
ly interested parties paid little or no 
attention to the law, and tho coat oi 
collecling their compulation monoy, 
with the oversoer's fooe, generally ab- 
sorbed tho onliro amount raiaod, loav" 
ing nothing for thi repair of th« 
roads, while iho work actually por- 
formod by tboao who did not choose 
to compoand was frequently of iho 
most inefEciont oharaotor. "Wo do not 
beli«vp that the ropoul of tho Koad 
Act will meet with any opposition qd 
the Island, where good roads are so 
essential to tho woU-boing of tho 
•gricultarist j and while the Council 
is engaged upon tho saljoot, why 
should it not extend the provisions of 
tho law over tho whole Colony ? 

The Eastern difficulty appears to be 
approaching a peaceful solution. The

Btirrectionists hava laid dowaj tbeir arms. 
...Tiprke; natorally seeks to bring her neigh- 
bor to task~for ber aoneigbborly. condoct. 
Both nations are aw.ire tbdt they will 
; oof be allowed to disturb tiie peace of 
Earope by tbeir squabbles ; aiid this fact 
- ; makes tbem the more anzions ^to appear 
Taliant. In a qaarrel between two cow> 
ards, nothing adds so immensely to the 
plaok of both as a knowledge of the fact 
^tbat tbey will be well held. We hope, 
in the coarse of a few days, to| cbroDicle 
- the last of this miserable quarrel between 
two very miserable governments.
